CALIFORNIA. 


Workingmen's Stale Convention. 
S an F ra n c isc o , May 17th.—The Work­ 
ingmen’s State Convention met at 10 A. M. at 
Humboldt Hall, and was called to order by 
H. W. Smith, Vice-President of the party. 
One hundred and forty-three members were 
present, including a fulí delegation from the 
city, and delegates from Marin, Sonoma, 
Napa, Solano, Sacramento, San Joaquin, 
Alameda, Los Angeles, Santa Cruz, Santa 
Clara, and some other counties. 
A Committee on Credentials was appointed, 
which reported at half-past 2. 
The report included several recommenda­ 
tions, one of which was that in accordance 
with the action of the San Diego Club the 
Los Angeles delegation should be permitted 
to cast the vote of San Diego ; also that any 
delegates present from any county, ward or 
precinct should lie entitled to cast the vote in 
default of a full representation. 
A long wrangle occurred over these recom­ 
mendations, which was finally settled by 
adopting the report as regarded credentials, 
and leaving the other recommendations for 
further consideration. 
Nominations f..r temporary officers being 
in order, J. H. Mallou, of Oakland, Blaikie 
Pilkington, of Santa Cruz. J. E. Pond, of 
Napa, and J. J. MeCallion, of San Francisco, 
were placed in nomination. The first ballot 
stood: MeCallion38, Pilkington35, Pond30, 
Mallon 9. Mallon withdrawn. Second bal­ 
lot : MeCallion 40, Pilkington 39, Pond 31. 
Pond and MeCallion withdrew in favor of 
Pilkington, whose election was made unan­ 
imous. 
Ori taking his seat the Chairman addressed 
the meeting briefly, referring to the impris­ 
onment of Kearney as a move in the interest 
of the election of Grant to the Presidency, 
and holding that Ivearney and the party were 
all the stronger for the abuse heaped upon 
them, to which the Convention responded 
with three cheers for Kearney. 
Messrs. MeCallion, Pond and Mallon were 
elected Vice Presidents by acclamation, and 
John .J. Condon temporary Secretary. 
The Chair appointed a Committee on Per­ 
manent Organization and Order of Easiness— 
two from each Congressional District and one 
at large—as follows: 
First District—Walter Gallagher and P. 
Harrington. Second District—F. H. Jewett 
and Dr. Truesdell. Third District—J. S. 
McCue and A. A. Utidell. Fourth District— 
J. C. Clark and S. A. Waldron. A t large— 
J. J. Kenney. 
Also a Committee on Platform and Reso­ 
lutions, similarly constituted, as follows : 
First District—J. G. Days and S. G. Far­ 
rell. Second—J. R. Johnson and J. H. Red­ 
stone. Third—W. G. Swazey and P. W. 
McDonough. Fourth—C. A. Grimmer and 
D. M. Graham. At large—H. W. Smith. 
Adjourned till 8 P. M. 
It is not certain whether or not the Con­ 
vention will appoint delegates to the National 
Greenback Labor Convention, its m ail ob­ 
ject being to revise the Constitution and or­ 
ganization of the party. The vote on tem­ 
porary Chairman would seem to indicate that 
the Greeubackers lacked a majority. 
EVENING SESSION. 
S an F ra n c isc o , May 17.li.—The Work­ 
ingmen’s Convention reassembled at 8 p. M. 
The Committee on Platform reported pro­ 
gress, and asked till to morrow to report. 
The recommendations of the Committee on 
Credentials were then taken up seriatim and 
adopted, with the exception of that-allowing 
partial delegations from any county, ward or 
precinct to cast the full vote, which was 
rejected. 
The Committee on Pennanent Organiza­ 
tion and Order of Business rendered majority 
and minority reports. The first provided, 
first, the election of permanent officers of the 
Convention ; second, reports of committees; 
third, election of delegates to the National 
Greenback and Labor Convention, one from 
each Congressional district and two at large ; 
fourth, the nomination of Congressmen ; 
fifth, the election of a State Central Commit­ 
tee of five members from each Congressional 
district. The minority report provided, first, 
for the election of permanent officers of the 
Convention ; second, reports of committees ; 
third, election of President, Vice-President, 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Working­ 
men’s party. 
Both reports were received and the com­ 
mittee discharged. 
Terry, of San Francisco, moved the adop­ 
tion of the minority report, and accepted an 
amendment to take up the various clauses 
seriatim. Adopted. 
The first clause was amended to make the 
temporary officers permanent and adopted. 
The real fight of the Convention then de­ 
veloped itself, it being on the question of a 
reorganization of the party, in accordance 
with a majority report providing for substi­ 
tuting a State Central Committee for Kear­ 
ney as President. 
Annix of San Joaquin moved to amend by 
the election of a State Central Committee. 
A hot debate ensued, Annix, Clark of Santa 
Ciara, McCue of Marin, Day of San Fran­ 
cisco and Bodkin of Los Angeles speaking in 
favor of the amendments, while White of 
Santa 
Cruz, 
Redstone 
of Alameda, 
Kidney, 
Farrell, 
Smith, 
Terry 
and 
Moore of San Francisco, McCrillis of 
Solano and others warmly opposed it. 
It was evident that the Convention was 
Btrongly Kearney by the manner in which the 
speeches were received, and on calling the 
roll the amendment was rejected—ayes 24, 
noes 81—all the San Francisco delegates ex­ 
cept live voting in the negative. 
The minority report was then adopted as 
a whole, and the Convention adjourned till 
9 A. M. to-morrow. 
Dcraocrnlic Delegates- fuse or I. H. Knl- 
Incli-I'rrsidliig Judge Heeled — Run­ 
ning or Trains Resumed. 
S an F ra n c isc o , May 17th.—Delegates to 
the Democratic State Convention are numer­ 
ous in the city. It is believed the Conven­ 
tion will express a preference for Thurman, 
but no positive instructions will be given. 
The case of I. M. Kalloch, held to answer 
on a charge of having murdered CharleB De 
Young, will be tried on an information made 
by the District Attorney. Such information 
was made to-day, but is still in the office of 
the District Attorney. The case has not yet 
been assigned to any Court. 
The Judges of the Superior Court of this 
county met this afternoon and elected Judge 
T. K. Wilson as presiding Judge of the 
Court, vice William P. Daingerfield, de­ 
ceased. Twelve votes were cast, eight for 
Judge Wilson and the others scattering. 
Department No. 3, recently presided over by 
Judge Wilson, was assigned to the newly- 
appointed Judge, L. D. Latimer. 
Trains on the branch road of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad from the main line to the 
Mussel Slough country are running again as 
usual, and the report comes from railroad 
headquarters that everything is quiet.

The Revolution on the Mexican Border. 
Tl'CBON. May 17th.—The . following has 
been received by the Tucson Star: 
C itv or M ex ico (via Brownsville), .May 10th. 
The Mexican Government has taken active steps 
to crush the revolution incited by Marquez. Gen­ 
’ eral Carlo is at Guaymas with 500 troops. Colonel 
Rangel is between Lower California and Sonora 
with 400 veterans, and a Mexican gunboat is at the 
mouth of the Colorado river to cut elf the retreat 
of Marquez. The Mexican gunboat Mexico is en 
route from Mazatian to Guaymas, with 500 troops 
and a liattery ou hoard. The advance of Marquez 
is impossible. The Government is disposed to send 
1,000 more troops if necessary'. 
Reliable information received to day from Hermo- 
silio and Ait ir, Sonora, is to the effect that Governor 
Louis Torres is taking active steps to organize the 
State miiitia. There is no alarm or excitement 
whatever in or about Altar, as the Federal and 
State forces are stationed there in sufficient num­ 
bers to completely crush the entire force of Mar­ 
quez To Governor Torres will be due the credit of 
thus promptly checking i he revolution of Marquez, 
who proclaims neither any moral ideas nor political 
principles. 
There are 100 men grading on the Guaymas Rail­ 
road. The scarcity of workmen is much felt. The 
contractors are talking of sending to California for 
a large force of Chinamen. 
The telegraph line is complete to within eighteen 
miles of Guaymas. 
Pursuit ol Yirtorio'x Indiana Depreda- 
lions oí Hu- Savages—Movements or Hie 
Troops. 
Tucson, May 17th.—The Star ha3 received 
the following special: 
Fort Lowell, May I7tb. —The following has just 
been received here : 
Head of Sax Francisco River, May 9th (via 
Apache, May 17th).—I arrived here to night, and 
have traveled hard for three days and two nights in 
pursuit of Victorio’s Indians; but they are s ill a 
day ahead of me. They got away with 30 horses 
from here last night. Tnc.v have, so far, to my 
knowledge, killed eleven men, two women and four 
children. I have hearu of 22 others being killed. 
My company' text Silver City on the 4th with 
crackers, bacon and coffee for myself and men for 
four days. W e have since been living on what little 
we could get from the citizens. I had to abandon 
one of my horses to-day. and all the rest are utterly 
worn out. 1 fear 1 will now have to abandon the 
chase. Everything now leads to the belief that they 
are heading for Stevens' ranch, or somewhere in 
that vicinity, to procure ammunition. 1 am of the 
impression that Victorio’s band his been largely 
reinforced. The country people in that region are 
fearfully excited, and whole settlements are being 
broken up. 
MADDEN, Captain. 
This confirms the report of the extensive 
Indian depredations in New Mexico. 
Stevens’ Indians report that Tupper and 
Kramer have overtaken Victorio near Clif­ 
ton, and have lost one man killed. Madden 
had probably joined Tupper or General 
Hatch. The latter is due somewhere in this 
vicinity. He was in San Francisco valley, 
nine miles northeast of Bayard, on the 11th, 
on a large Indian trail numbering about 500. 
Kramer fought only a part of the Indians 
with Victorio on Ash creek on the 7th. Gen­ 
eral Carr is organizing another command, to 
be sent from Camp Thomas under Captain 
Hertig to the head of San Francisco river. 
The command will consist of Companies D 
and F, Sixth Cavalry, and Company A, In­ 
dian scouts.

The New Jersey anil Pennsylvania Forest 
Fires. 
B ricksbcrg (N. J.), May 17th.—The fire 
is still raging about us. The sun and sky 
are obscured, the uir stifling and the flames 
tierce about Cedar Ridge and Kettle Creek. 
The Protestant churches held special prayers 
yesterday for rain. At Post’s station a barn 
and four tattle were burned Saturday night. 
The devastation is great in Cumberland and 
Atlantic counties. Railroad men report great 
ravages among the vineyards of the German 
population of the county. The loss is very 
heavy. 
Yesterday afternoon the Presidents of Ash­ 
bury Park and Ocean Grove were startled by 
the intelligence that the forest fires had 
reached their suburbs. Sparks and cinders, 
some very large, shot up from the burning 
woods. The fire departments of both placeK 
turned out to save the houses from the flyiug 
sparks, while citizens successfully fought the 
flames in tha woods by back fires, aided by a 
change of wind. 
It is reported that the flames destroyed 
everything in and about Hammonton, Elwood 
and Egg Harbor. The atmosphere is so thick 
with smoke it is difficult to breathe. The 
vineyards from here toGreat Egg Harbor are 
totally destroyed. People have given up all 
hopes, are’prostrated by their efforts in fight­ 
ing the flames and are helpless with despair. 
B a lls to n (N. Y\), May 17th.—The Pros­ 
pect Mountain House on Lake George was 
destroyed by the forest fires this forenooD. 
The tire extends through the forest to Cald­ 
well village, N. J., where the Fort William 
Hcnrv Hotel is situated, and fears are enter­ 
tained for the safety of the village. The in­ 
habitants are fighting the fires. 
C hester (Pa.), May 17th.—“ TheBarrens,” 
in Delaware county, are ablaze, and much 
property has been destroyed.

CHICAGO, May 17th.—The returns from all 
the counties in the State are now in. Three 
came in to-night.

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W a sh in g t o n , May 17th.—Following is a 
full report of the remarks made by Hon. 
Newton Booth in the Senate to-day on the 
Interocean Canal question : 
THE B FK ICr. 
President : I rite to present the 
memorial of the San Francisco Board of 
Trade in favor of the construction of a ship 
canal to connect the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans, lhe Board of Trade ol San Fran­ 
cisco represents a capital of more than $50­ 
000,000 invested in commercial pursuits, un­ 
der the control of ‘224 business firms. While 
anlnteroceanio catial is of vast importance to 
the whole world, the construction of which 
will mark a new era in the world’s commerce, 
there is no community more immediately in­ 
terested in its early completion, anil which 
will derive greater benefits therefrom, than 
that of San Francisco. It 1* natural that th* 
merchants of that cifv should ask a hearing 
on this subject by the Congress#f the United 
States. Accompanying the memorial is a re- 
(Mut adopted by the Board on the 7th of April 
last, on the 
practicability o f th e various routsfi 
Which have been surveyed. The report is 
one of rare intelligence, evincing close and 
impartial study. It is a model of diction, at 
once clear, concise and comprehensive. It 
can be studied with profit by those who are 
most familiar with the subject it discusses. 
The conclusion of the report is “ that in point 
of economy of construction, availability for 
commercial purposes and certainty of returns 
for the capital invested, the Nicaragua route 
for an interoceanic canal, as surveyed by 
Commander Lull, of the United States 
Navy, iu 1873, offers the greatest advantages, 
ami should therefore receive the unqualified 
indorsement of our Government and the 
capitalists of the world.” One reason 
assigned for preferring the Nicaragua to ths 
Panama route is that the latter would be an 
experiment, the engineering involving vast 
expense with doubtful results, while the for­ 
mer involves no problems which have not been 
already solved. The report well says: “ We 
see no reason why the philosophy that 
nature teaches should nut liave l>een made 
ttse of to conquer the obstacles that nature 
placed before uh, aud we claim that it is bet­ 
ter and more reasonable to carry a snip over 
a summit by means of lift-Iocks than to build 
a sea level—but at an incalculably increased 
cost—which must necessarily receive the 
drainage of the country with nn average pre­ 
cipitation of 124 inches annually.’ 
SUEZ AND FANAUA. 
It is frequently assumed that because a 
low-tide level canal has been constructed and 
successfully <>|>erated at the Isthmus of Sne* 
it is also practicable at Panama. The con­ 
ditions, however, arc radically different. A t 
Suez the annual rainfall is less than four 
inches. At Panama it is over 120 inches. 
Booth at this point read the extract from 
Commander Lull’* report, which is embodied 
in the Board of Trade’s report to exhibit the 
vital importance of the question of drainage, 
and confined : When we remember that the 
bottom of this canal will be thirty feet below 
the level of the sea, the statement of Com­ 
mander Lull will be regarded as far from ex­ 
aggerated. Aside from the great, if not in­ 
separable, difficulties in the construction of 
the Panama canal, the report adopted by the 
Board of Trade urges that the location ol 
this great work is a factor of vital im­ 
portance. He then read long portions of this 
report, showing the advantages of the 
Nicaragua route for sailing vessels as com­ 
pared with the Panama region of calms, and 
also quoted bodily fioui the report, its com­ 
parative resume of the respective features of 
the two rival routes with regard to distance, 
cost of construction, resources of the region* 
traversed, etc. 
STIIIK IM ^ CONCLUSION. 
Senator Booth brought his remarks to a 
striking conclusion as follows : “ It is possi­ 
ble that there are no difficulties iu either of 
these enterprises which will not yield to the 
science, skill and determination of the com­ 
merce of the world. The multiplying wants 
of civilization demand the completion of this 
great work, and of all nations ours ha* the 
deepest interest in it, and can the least afford 
to obstruct it. Kuch a work, so grand iu de­ 
sign, so universal iu its benefits, should never 
be committed to a j- int stock company, with 
shares to be handled in the market, the sport 
of bulls aud bears, and subject to secret pur­ 
chase by great premiers whe may desire to 
obtain control for the countries they retire- 
sent. The American people will abate no 
jot or tittle of 
THE MONROE DOCTRINE, 
In its just and true meaning and interpreta­ 
tion. When that policy was announced it 
was hoped in the glow of enthusiasm that the 
people on this continent, who achieved politi­ 
cal independence, would at once enter upon a 
career of prosperity, liberty an.l order. The 
hope has not I eon realized. Then we were a 
people of less than ten millions. Our sea­ 
board was more than thirty da>s removed 
from the nearest European |>ort. Our com­ 
bined exports and imports were less than one 
hundred and twenty-eight million dollars per 
year.

I move 
the reference of the memorial, with the ac­ 
companying report, to the Committee oo 
Foreign Relations.” 
The motion was agreed to, and the ordinary 
basiness of the morning honr proceeded, 
while the Senator took hia seat and received 
numerous compliments upon the terseness 
aid eloquence with which he had spoken.

"¡General Logan appears to have thought 
it necessary to enter into an elaborate vin­ 
dication of bis political position, and es­ 
pecially to deny all connection with any 
auch plot to force an objectionable candi­ 
date upon the Republican party, as has 
been quite freely attributed to Senators 
Cameron and Conkling, Sud himself. 
The 
value of this explanation may seem less 
w hen it is pointed out th at he does not 
deny the main facts of the situation, hut 
only objects to certain interpretations put 
upon them by the press and public. 
Thus 
he admits that he has taken counsel with 
Messrs. Cameron and Conkling. 
He ad­ 
m its that he is doing all he can to procure 
the renomiuation of Grant. 
He does not 
deny th at he has left W ashington for the 
■ole purpose of making G rant’3 fight in 
Illinois. 
Aud as he has now gone to 
Springfield 
in 
advance of 
the 
open­ 
ing of the State Convention, it does 
not require to be said th at he is there 
in order to influence and if possible con­ 
trol, the Convention. 
In short, Mr. Lo­ 
gan’s disclaimer appears to tis to be for 
th e most part irrelevant and sophistical, 
and for all the credit it is likely to get with 
th e people of his own State it might as 
■well have been omitted. 
The bargain of 
th e “ Senatorial G roup” ,is one of those 
phenomena which are logically deduced 
from experience, and which therefore can­ 
not be denied away at pleasure. 
The de­ 
termination of Logan to carry Illinois for 
G rant has in less cautious moments been 
openly avowed by him and his trusted 
friends. 
The motives of the coalition of 
which be is a member are too obvious 
to be missed. 
It is a bold game in 
which these politicians are engaged, and 
if it succeeds 110 doubt they will acquire 
greatly increased power from it.

INSTINCTIVE 
SYMPATHY 
WITH

LESSNESS. 


The Sandlot W ard Presidents of San 
Francisco at their Sunday meeting took 
th e opportunity to pass resolutions ex­ 
pressing their sym pathy with the Tulare 
county squatters, and intim ating that if 
necessary the Sandlots were prepared to 
furnish a contingent for the aid of the 
aforesaid squatters in their resistance to 
the laws of the country. 
Thus instinct­ 
ively do the men of the Sandlots sympa­ 
thize with lawlessness wherever it appears. 
They do Dot know anything about the 
m erits of the Tulare case. 
All they un­ 
derstand is th at the squatters have been 
defying the process of the U nited States 
Courts. 
That is quite enough for the 
Sandlots. however. 
They feel themselves 
to be at one with all who break the 
laws uuder whatever circumstances, and 
they are moved to declare themselves the 
allies of the Mussel Slough outlaws w ith­ 
out further inquiry. 
The people of San 
Francisco would do well to reflect upon 
th is characteristic trait in their fellow- 
citizens of the Sandlots, for it betokens a 
disposition which is certain to manifest 
itself at all times in the same way. 
It 
is the inevitable point of view of a class 
of psople who have all their lives been 
“ forniust the Government,” no ipatter 
w hat the character of th at Government 
m ight be. 
They are fcr the Mussel Slough 
squatters simply and solely because the 
latter are lawbreakers and rioters. 


WfHiTAKEKjS DEFENSE. 


Cadet W hittaker still insists th at he did 
not write the note of warning, despite the 
unanimous opinion of the five experts. He 
suggests that whoever wrote it may have 
done so in his (W hittaker’s) room, while 
he was asl .ep, aud that the imitation of 
his handwriting might have been easily 
done, since there were plenty of specimens 
of it lying aroHnd. 
B ut it is by no means 
so easy a m atter to im itate handwriting. 
N ot one person in a thousand can do it 
successfully, even with much study, and 
experts can detect the closest imitation 
very certainly. 
H ad this been an im ita­ 
tion there would have been features about 
it which would have distinguished it from 
W hittaker’s own writing, aud the experts 
would have been able to point out each 
difference of this kind. 
W e cannot but 
feel th at their arguments upon this point, 
a fter so exhaustive an examination of all 
th e handw riting subm itted to them , is 
alm ost conclusive as to the guilt of W hit­ 


tak er. 


The pertinacity of certain subsidy beg- 
,'ars before Congress is phenomenal. Though 
the justification for such aid as they so­ 
licit has long since passed away, and 
though all the conditions under which the 
National Government first assisted private 
enterprise in the construction of transcon­ 
tinental railroads have ceased to exist, 
these importunate lobbyists exhibit the 
same greed and impudence they have man­ 
ifested from the first. 
There is a bill now 
before Congress which embodies the latest 
job they have manufactured. 
I t sets out 
with the pretense of forfeiting all railroad 
land grants which have not been earned 
by the fulfillment of the term s of the 
grants. 
This proposition, however, is only 
a blind, the real purpose of the bill being 
to take the lapsed grants and distribute 
them among the subsidy seekers who are 
besieging the Capitol. The worst of these ad" 
venturers is the Texas and Pacific Railroad 
Company, which is now clamoring for the 
passage of a bill renewing its laud grant 
and extending the time for the completion 
of its line. The New York Evening Post in 
a recent article thus states the case of the 
Texas and Pacific : “ A bill now before Con- 
“ gress gives the company six years further 
“ time to complete its road from Marshall, 
“ Texas, to the Pacific Ocean, and of course 
“ revives and continues the grant of land, 
“ 20,000 acies for every mile of road, sub- 
“ ject to the right of actual settlers on such 
“ land to purchase a certain quantity there- 
“ of at a fixed price. 
The company has 
“ constructed aboui one-seventh of its road, 
“ from Marshall westward, and for this aud 
“ for the remainder of its road yet to b e 
“ built within Texas it received from the 
“ State a large quantity of valuable land. 
“ If the bill should be passed the effc-ct of 
“ the law would be to confirm the grant to 
“ the company of public lauds beyond the 
“ State of Texas, on the line from E l Paso 
“ to the ocean. 
This includes lands on the 
“ line as laid down across the whole Terri- 
“ tory of Arizona, where not a spadeful of 
“ earth has been turned by the company or 
“ a single thing done to perform the agree- 
“ ment by which it received the grant. But 
“ this is not the whole of the case. Across 
“ the T erritory of Arizona a railroad has 
“ been nearly finished. 
The Southern Pa- 
“ cific Railroad Company has laid its tracks 
“ substantially parallel with the route of the 
“ Texas Pacific Railroad Company, and not 
“ far from the tracks of the latter company— 
“ if its tracks are ever put down a t all. 
“ I t is asserted on good authority that 
" withiu three hundred days the Southern 
“ Pacific will have its road in running 
“ order from Yuma, at the western line of 
“ Arizona, to E l Paso, at the western line 
“ of Texas.” 
This being the case it fol­ 
lows th at the Texas and Pacific is asking 
Congress to help it build a road the need 
for which has chiefly been disproved by 
the actual construction of a line across 
Arizona without any Government subsidy. 
The Southern Pacific has asked no help 
from the Government, and has built the 
road. 
The Texas Pacific now comes for­ 
ward, and, on the plea of public welfare, 
asks th at the nation shall enable it to enter 
into a perfectly useless and injurious rivalry 
with private enterprise and capital. 
A 
more monstrous proposition was never 
made. 


The only possible ground upon which 
subsidies can be asked is the ground th at 
the undertaking is required by the public 
interests, and th at the circumstances are 
such as to render it impracticable to do the 
work by private capital alone. 
In the 
case before us this argum ent fails entirely, 
since a railroad has already been under­ 
taken by private enterprise, and since the 
practicability of building such a road 
without Government aid is thereby dem­ 
onstrated. 
Nor is this the only consider­ 
ation. 
The Texa3 and Pacific demands 
that the nation should come in and delib­ 
erately compete with private capital, not 
for the benefit of the couutry, but for the 
aggrandisement of other private capital. 
Cougress, in fact, is solicited to throw the 
weight of the Treasury on one side of a 
private rivalry, and so to help one set of 
men to beat down another set. 
The pre­ 
tense th at any public good can come out 
of such an arrangement is almost too ab­ 
surd to be discussed. 
Every argum ent in 
favor 
of 
subsidies 
fails 
here, 
for 
none of the conditions indispensable to 
a rational claim for subsidy are present. 
The Southern Pacific is doing all the work 
the Texas and Pacific professes itself de­ 
sirous of doing, and is doing it w ith its 
own means. 
There cannot be a necessity 
for a second road on the same parallel as 
the Southern Pacific. 
All the talk about 
opening new regious for settlem ent is out 
of place as regards the Texas and Pacific, 
for the Southern Pacific has already accom­ 
plished th at development. 
The Southern 
Pacific will give to the natiou all the ad­ 
vantages and fanlities th at any road could, 
and will not cost it a cent. 
The Texas- 
Pacific canuot do more thau duplicate the 
work of the Southern Pacific, yet it re­ 
quires millions of acres of land. 
There is 
in short no conceivable ground of public 
policy upon which this subsidy scheme 
can 
be sustained, 
and 
Congress 
will 
make an 
evil 
and 
damaging 
record 
for itself if it passes the bill before 
it. 
The case of the N orthern 
Pacific 
is scarcely less unreasonable. 
T hat com­ 
pany has allowed its land grant to lapse, 
and meantime another company, without 
subsidies, has begun its western end, and 
is prepared to continue the enterprise. 
And now comes the N orthern Pacific with 
a bill containing a provision to the effect 
th at the purchase by it of any railroad or 
railio&ds already built on the line of its 
road “ shall be deemed a compliance with 
“ the provisions of its charter.” The plea 
for subsidy is th at private enterprise can­ 
not build the road ; but if private enter­ 
prise does build it, then it is to be consid­ 
ered all the same as if it had not been 
possible to build it in th at way. 
T hat is 
the meaning of this proposition, and it is 
preposterous. 
The N orthern Pacific ad­ 
mits th at it has no claim for subsidy in 
the same breath w ith which it demands it. 
Both these subsidy schemes ought to be 
kicked out of Congress, for they are neither 
more nor less than clumsily-disguised steals.

I t almost seems as though a fatality at­ 
tended all dealings with the Indians. 
It 
is apparently impossible to get Congress 
to do anything regarding these people in 
good faith, or w ithout such follies and 
procrastinations and duplicities as con­ 
vert 
intended 
good 
into 
evil. 
The 
treaty 
w ith 
the 
Utes 
has 
taken 
a great deal of labor and negotiation to 
bring about. 
The Indian D epartm ent has 
worked hard and conscientiously upon it. 
It was the only alternative w ith a war 
which m ust cost the country an enormous 
sum, and for the prosecution of which the 
W ar D epartm ent is by no means prepared. 
Yet, knowing all this, and knowiDg the 
importance of a prompt ratification of the 
articles agreed upon, so as to convey to the 
Utes an impression th at the Government 
meant to 
keep 
its faith this 
time, 


Congress 
has 
shufHed 
and 
dallied 
with 
the 
m atter week 
after 
week 
until at last the Indians have lost patience 
and confidence, and many of their young 
men have gone upon the war path. 
And 
thus it may be asserted, as it is asserted, 
that Congress ¡3 directly responsible for the 
late m urder of prospectors by Utes, and 
th at it will be directly responsible for the 
Indian war which now appears inevitable. 
Had the treaty been ratified when it 
was introduced, the probability is that 
the Indian D ejartinent would have been 
euablcd to manage the w hole m atter peace­ 
ably, and th at the Utes would have gone 
upon their reservation and stayed there 
quietly. 
B ut Congress had too many 
political jobs on its bands, and so it could 
not find time for a piece of business 
which was to save the 
couutry hun­ 
dreds or thousands of lives, and millions of 
money. 
The treaty has been postponed, 
and thrust away out of sight, until the 
Indians, who do not understand politics, 
have naturally concluded th at it was aban­ 
doned, and have returned to their old 
habits of aggression and homicide. 
As 
their raids are retaliated upon them by 
white men equally careless of the personal 
accountability of whatever Indians they 
encounter, it ¡3 certain th at nothing will 
he done to prevent the general war whose 
foundations have been so carefully laid at 
W ashington. 
And presently the Indian 
Departm ent will very likely be taken to 
task for having failed to accomplish w hat 
Congress prevented it from doing, and the 
old cry th at the army alone is tit to deal 
with the Indians, will be revived. 
I t is a 
melancholy and 
disheartening 
business 
throughout, and the worst of it is th at no 
intlueuce seems at all capable of mending it.

Washington, May 17th.—Booth presented in a 
speech the memorial of the San Francisco Board of 
Trade regarding the proposed iuteroeeame canal, 
which was referred. 
1 he President pro tern. laid before the Senate a 
communication from the Secretary of the Treasury, 
transmitting, in compliance with a Senate resolu­ 
tion, copies of Captain Johú W. White’s report upon 
Alaska affairs, together with papers relating to the 
transfer of jurisdiction over Alaska from the United 
States to the Treasury Department. 
Referred. 
Bayard, from the Committee on Judiciary, re­ 
ported the bill lately introduced by him regulating 
the pay and appointment of Deputy Marshals. 
Calendar. 
Bayard will ask the Senate to consider it to-morrow. 
Vance submitted a resolution directing the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury to inform the Senate what 
method is observed in the revenue service in sub- 
stracting tare ou foreign sugars imported in boxes, 
and whether said tare be greater or less than the 
actual weight of the boxes, together with the 
reasons therefore, if such be the case. Adopted. 
On Thursday Morgan will ask consideration of his 
electoral count bill. 
The Pos office Appropriation bill was taken up. 
(The committee increase the appropriation for rail­ 
road transportation $400,000 ; by aieamboat®, $50,­ 
000 ; by messengers, $25,000 ; for mail locks and 
tags, $75,000 ; strike our. the provision authorizing 
the Postmaster-General to remit in favor of the 
colouies of New Zealaud and New South Wales as 
much <f the cost of the overland transportation of 
Australian closed mails as he may deem just, and 
strike out the proviso that all star routes shall be 
re'et after thirty days’ advertisement, as now pro­ 
vided by la v on the 1st of October, 18S0, when the 
pay for the expedition of the schedule ordered dur­ 
ing the fiscal year ending Ju n e30, 1S7D, or June 30, 
18S0, shall exceed 50 per centum of the contract 
price before such expedition ; provided, that this 
proviso shall not prevail when the present contrac­ 
tor desires to continue the contract as reduced.] 
Wallace said all amendments increasing appro­ 
priations were recommeuded by the Postofficc De­ 
partment. In proposing the last-named amendment 
the committee was governed by the following con­ 
sideration : The language was contradictory and 
almost unintelligible, but aside from that the com­ 
mittee held that the effect of the proviso was to 
strike down the star service west of the Mississippi 
river upon at least seventy routes, and they believed 
it wa9 both improvident and unwise, for when the 
service was once given it w uld I e unwise to take it 
away again. These con*, racts were let for fouryears. 
Nearly all of them have run eighteen months or two 
years. 
By the proviso they would have but about 
eighteen months to run from the date of the relet­ 
ting. The connnitte-* think that if Congress annuls 
these contracts, the contractors will have a good 
cl dm for damages. Even if they assent to the an­ 
nulment and accept the one month's extra pay pro­ 
vided for in the contract, it would cost the Govern­ 
ment $277,000. But the contracts do not provide 
for annulment for any other reason than the fault of 
the contractor. There is no provision for amend­ 
ment, and large damages for such aunulmeut could 
be obtained from the Governmeet. These were the 
principal re vsons for the committee's action in strik­ 
ing out the proviso. 
Be k moved to amend the text before the com­ 
mittee’s amendment was voted on by adding to the 
proviso the following: *:And provided, further, that 
there shall be no decrease m the present number qi 
trips nor in the expedition now existing on any of 
the routes above referred to in the reletting herein 
provided for.” He referred to the extravagant in­ 
crease in contracts ou some prominent routes, and 
taid that necessary service should not be w ithdraw n 
while we were retrenching extravagance. 
Garland offered the following as a substitute for 
Beck’s amendment: “ And provided, that the con­ 
tractors hereiu referred to may at any tune after the 
passage of* this Act abandon their contracts without 
damage to themselves or their sureties.” 
Teller thought the proviso a most extraordinary 
one. 
It proposed that Congress should violate the 
faith of the Government. 
After a long debate concerning the obligations of 
the contract and the w orkings of the star service 
generally, the amendments proposed by Garland 
and Beck were rejected, and the committee’s 
amendment striking out the IIouso proviso was 
agreed to. 
Booth spoke against the amendment striking cut 
the provision relative to Australian mails. 
The committee’s amendment to strike out the 
House clause was rejected—yeas 20, nays 23. 
Tiie other committee amendments w*ere agreed 
to, and the bill pas.-ed. 
The Presiding officer (Fcrrv) laid before the 
Senate a message from the President transmitting 
th° report of the Secretary of State U|*m the For­ 
tune Bay fisheries question. Ordered printed. 
Adjourned.

The Speaker presented the President's message on 
the Fortune Bay outrage, with correspondence and 
the report of the Secretary 
State. 
The President says : In transmitting this corre­ 
spondence and report, I respectfully ask the imme­ 
diate and careful attention f Congress to the iai.ure 
of accord between the two Governments as to the 
interpretation and execution of the fishery articles 
of the Trea’y of Washington, as disclosed in this 
correspondence and elucidated by the exposition of 
the Secretary of State. I concur in the opinion of 
that report as to the measures proper to be taken by 
this Government in the maintenance of the rights 
accorded our fishermen by British concessions in 
the treaty, and in pmcuring fuitable action towards 
indemnity for the injury which this interest has al­ 
ready suffered. Accordingly I recommend to Con­ 
gress the adoption of these measures, with such at­ 
tendant details of legislation as iu the whdom of 
Congress may seem expedient. 
The message and accompanying documents were 
ordered printed and referred to the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs. 
Adjourned.

R a c e D ecisio n .—After a long time the 
Pacific Coast Board of Appeals of the Na­ 
tional Trotting Association has filed its decis­ 
ion in the matter of the colt race trotted at 
Agricultural Park at the last State Fair.

Smith were the only horses entered in the 
race, and that prior to its taking place the 
former was withdrawn, whereupon Captain 
Smith trotted alone one heat, made it in 
2:39i, and Harris R. Covey (for Leland Stan- 
ford.who owns the colt)demanded the stakes, 
forfeits and added money from the State Ag­ 
ricultural Society. This they refused to pay 
him, whereupon he appealed, and the Board 
of Apjteals, consisting of N. T. Smith, T.W. 
Hinchuian and Chris. Green, bave decided 
that the horse Captain Smith is entitled to 
his own entrance money and all forfeits and 
stakes, together with interest money which 
mav have accrued, but is not entitled to the 
$400 added money. 


James McCoul, an old Tuscarora (Nev.) 
miner and prospecter, at present in Tomb­ 
stone District, states in a letter to a friend 
that scarcely one of the many Nevada mi­ 
ners there can get employment. 
Wages 
are at present $4 per day, but there is no 
assurance th at they will not be reduced 
within a month. 
Hundreds are leaving 
the camp, and unless there Í3 a greater de­ 
mand for laborers this summer there will 
be quite an exodus from Tombstone. 


Fort Harney, Oregon, is ordered to be 
discontinued as a military post. 
Compa­ 
nies F, Second Infantry, and H, Twenty- 
first Infantry, composing the present garri­ 
son, will go to Camp Chelan and Fort 
Canby respectively. 


DR. KALLOCH EXPLAINS. 
The pastor of the Metropolitan Baptist 
Church, Isaac S. Kalloch, in his prelude Sun­ 
day night on the “ Metropolitan and other 
Baptist Churches,” spoke as follows: You 
will all remember that last Sunday night I 
announced my intention to desist taking no­ 
tice of any slanderous statements made by 
irresponsible parties that would involve me in 
any personal discussion ; but the remarkable 
experiences of the last week seem to call for 
some statement, personal to myself. 
Last 
week you all know the Baptist Convention 
was held at Sacramento. 
I felt greatly in 
need of rest, aud thought perhaus a week’s 
vacation and pleasant converse with my old 
friends of the Baptist persuasion would do 
me good, so I started for the Convention. 
They had done me the honor twice out of the 
five times that they have held Conventions in 
this State, to elect me President; but imagine 
my surprise when I saw hanging around the 
door of the place where the Convention was 
held, the same crowd of pimps, detectives 
and assassins, that have surrounded me iu 
this city for the last three or four months. 
Verily, I thought I ought to be at home with 
these surroundings. 
In the Convention I 
found every mean specimen of a minister that 
ever I had any little petty disagreement w ith; 
every minister that had any little personal 
spite against me as a man aud a parson. 
Also, I saw there, dressed in broadcloth and 
wearing plug hats, having the semblance of 
gentlemeD, but who, to my knowledge, for a 
year past have not had a dollar in their 
pockets, men who have not had money enough 
to pay their expenses of a trip from this Tem­ 
ple to the Baldwin H otel; and yet here they 
were, all dressed up for the occasion, and 
ready for their work. 
I t looked to ine as 
though they had me in their toils for a time. 
I was never so completely taken by surprise in 
my life. 
Never, in all the brutality, ferocity 
and hideousness of the attacks of these fellows 
upon me, did the thought enter my head that 
they would attempt to steal a Baptist Con­ 
vention from me. 
I was caught napping, but 
God delivered mo from the mouth of the lion. 
Never in the annals of inhuman persecution 
occurred such a barbarous attempt to ruin a 
man ; such an attempt to prejudge me and 
my son I never met with betore. 


THE BAPTIST CONVENTION AND ITS ATTEMPTED 
ACTION IN THE CASE OF 1)R. KALLOCH. 
E ds. R ecord-Union : Having been a par­ 
ticipant in the proceedings of the Baptist 
Convention held in Sacramento last week, 
and a careful observer of the temper and 
mode of action of the two antagonistic par­ 
ties, and observing the comments editorially 
and in the local columns of the daily press, I 
ask the privilege of making a brief but im­ 
partial statement concerning the points in 
question. 
First in importance, as well as in order of 
statement, is the fact that from the moment 
of I. S. Kalloch’s advent on the political 
platform, as an advocate of the W. 1’. C., he 
was fully understood by many in his own 
denomination as entering anew upon an am­ 
bitious course entirely at variance with the 
spirit and duties of the gospel ministry. His 
course since that moment has never received 
any formal indorsement by representative 
bodies of the denomination iu California, but 
ou the contrary.has met tüe unfaltering oppo­ 
sition of a large and most respectable element 
among his own brethren ami the universal 
disapprobation of Eastern Baptists, as the 
attitude of certain ministers and churches 
here and the utterances of the Baptist press 
at the East unitedly testify. I t is therefore 
not true, in point of fact or principle, that 
the indorsement of Dr. Kalloch by his own 
denomination here or elsewhere is of such 
long standing that no protest at this late day 
is or can be of any avail. 
Secondly—The polity of the Baptist de­ 
nomination being purely congregational, the 
local indorsement of any man by a single 
church or a number of churches, against the 
protest of a large majority, does not involve 
the denomination, as a whole, in the support 
of wrong done by its ministers and churches. 
True, the duty of discipline demands recogni­ 
tion and enforcement iu all such cases; but 
the practical obstacles which always beset 
the practical application of purely republican 
principles find their worst form of illustra­ 
tion iu an attempt at disciplinary action by 
the representative action of local churches. 
In proof of this fact allusion to the celebrated 
Parshall case at Oakland is sufficient. A bad 
man was then and there arraigoed, tried, found 
guilty, aud duly deposed from the ministry, 
whereupon a second council met ar.d restored 
the deposed minister to the functions of his 
office. The very men who thus set aside the 
action of a large and intelligent body of 
Christian ministers and laymen were promi­ 
nent in the recent successful attempt to 
quash any preliminary consideration looking 
to the repudiation of I. S. Kalioch and I. M. 
Kalloch, as duly authenticated and approved 
ministers of the gospel. 
The jailer of the 
Ban Francisco jail aud the aged brother who 
assumed the prerogatives of censor to the re­ 
ligious press for publishing unquestioned 
facts, both of whom had no word of censure 
for the Kallochs in the late Convention nor 
would suffer others to utter their solemn con­ 
victions, were the abettors of the infamous 
overruling of a large and respectable council 
in the restoration of a still more infamous 
man to the ranks of the Christian ministry. 
Is it a matter of surprise that the public sen­ 
timent should hold the entire denomination 
responsible for the indorsement of wrong, 
under circumstances so humiliating to all the 
lovers of purity in character and life in the 
men who aa-ume the solemn functions of the 
Christian ministry? And yet, the piety and 
intelligence of the Baptist denomination in 
California and throughout the United States 
call aloud for the just condemnation of ail 
who desecrate the sacred office, regardless of 
talents, position or power. 
Thirdly—Tne action proposed by those in­ 
terested in the purity of our ministry aud the 
vindication of our religious principles, as well 
as in the general prosperity cf a pure Chris­ 
tianity, was such as should bave received the 
indorsement of Dr. Kalloch himself and all 
bis adherents, had he and they desired the 
vindication of the holy religion which they 
profess more thau present exemption fiom 
preliminary inquiry and denominational ex­ 
pression concerning the issues so painfully 
pressed upon the consciences of all who seek 
the peace and prosperity of the Christian 
Church in all its various forms of organiza­ 
tion, as animated by the spirit of Christ him­ 
self. 
In this connection, it is but proper to 
state that the vote on Mr. Abbott’s proposed 
resolution, when analyzed in the light of all 
the facts, is in no wise to be regarded as a 
fair expression of sentiment on the main 
question at issue. 
The following considera­ 
tions will render this fact apparent to all : 
1. The vote was not the expression of duly 
qualified delegates, several persons voting who 
were not representatives of the churches. 
2. The “ magnetic” Kalloch had the sympa­ 
thetic support of nearly all the female dele­ 
gates in the convention, whose influence led 
others of their own and even some of the 
“ sterner” sex to vote “ aye.” It was the 
writer’s own eye which took in the scene of 
three women laying hold of one man, in a 
fruitless endeavor to gain his affirmative vote. 
Whether it was due to their influence that he 
did not vote in the negative deponent saith 
not, but such was the fact. 
3. The question 
was put by the Moderator in defiance of all 
rule, even according to bis own admission, 
his exouse being a lame afterthought or at 
least too feeble for a justification at the time 
of taking the ' 0,e. 
His refusal to heed the 
call for the yeas and nays was unquestiona­ 
bly a result of indecision on his part, he be­ 
ing pledged to the measure in advance, as 
well as to certain resolutions concerning 
Sabbath desecration, which would have in­ 
volved the unqualified censure of I. S. Kal­ 
loch, and which were, I am informed, pre­ 
pared largely at his instance and with his 
approval. 
4. A large number of men not 
fully in sympathy with Dr. Kalloch unques­ 
tionably voted in opposition to the reading of 
the resolution, on the ground of its inadmis­ 
sibility in a purely deliberative body. These 
brethren cannot but know that their plea is 
of little avail in popular estimation, while 
the thirty-six who voted nay were nearly all 
men of deep convictions, the few ladies who 
did vote thus doing so on the merits of the 
question. The morale of the negative vote 
is therefore vastly superior to that of the 
larger numerical strength of incongruous ele­ 
ments, and the action of the Convention on 
the question at issue is therefore one deserv­ 
ing the approbation of public sentiment, as 
it will most assuredly receive the commenda­ 
tion of the Baptist denomination at the East. 
The Baptists of California, in common with 
men of ail classes, admit the great ability 
of I. S. Kalloch for good or ill, as hia 
great powers may be directed, but they 
have 
declared 
even 
by 
the 
vote 
of 
last 
week 
their 
emphatic 
disappro­ 
bation of hia course, as derogatory to hia 
character as a Christian minister, and ex­ 
tremely prejudicial to the peace and prosper­ 
ity of the cause of Christ, which has suffered, 
still suffers, and most continue to suffer from 
the consequences of hia unholy ambition. 


For this, Ilia besetting sin, attended with 
powers of invective seldom equaled, he has 
received and must through all his future bear 
the ineffaceable stains of wrong-doing, and he 
may well exclaim with Cardinal Wolsey, in 
his fall, “ Had I but served uiy God with half 
the devotion I have served my king (ambi­ 
tion), He would not thus have left me to suf­ 
fer reproach.” 
B a p tis t. 
The above is from a Baptist minister, but 
the following is from the pen of a common 
mortal, who has not had the good fortune to 
have been baptized by immersion, nor, we 
fear, by any other method of administering 
that important ordinance: 
E d s. R e c o rd U n io n : A local item in your 
paper this morning attracted my attention 
and amused me greatly. The item related to 
the late Baptist Convention, and was a brief, 
concise aud just criticism on the spirit of that 
Convention. 
I attended the Convention be­ 
cause I was informed there would be “ music 
in the air.” I never had the pleasure before 
of witnessing the proceedings of any religious 
body, and had formed an opinion of the 
dignity and solemnity of such proceedings 
which has been wholly and pleasantly dis­ 
pelled. As you say iu the local referred to, 
they do things very much after the manner of 
common sinneis. 
On the day when Guirey 
got in his work on Kalloch on a side bar, it 
was evident that Guirey was feeling the sen­ 
timent to see how best be aud his party would 
stand in the main fight. The manner in which 
the Convention sat down upon him was very 
discouraging. 
Dr. Frost mistook his calling. 
He should have been a politician. 
He did as 
uicealittlepieceof parlinnentary management 
as I have ever seen in any ward meeting. But 
to appreciate the thing in all its rare beauty 
you should know more of the true inwardness 
of the w hole affair. 
There was a feilow here 
from Lawrence, Kansas, by the name of 
Shimmnns. 
He was evidently in the employ 
of the De Youngs, or some other active anti- 
Kalloch agency. 
A t all events he was a most 
malignant little hornet and buzzed around 
the Convention, with his stinger out its full 
length. 
He called a meeting of the ministers 
to meet him in the lecture-room of the 
church, where he proposed they should take 
sweet council together how they might destroy 
the metropolitan “ bull of the woods.” 1 was 
not there, of course. But having accidentally 
run across Shiinmons I can infer something of 
what took place. 
It was undoubtedly a feast 
upon the choicest carrion of scandal, for as a 
scandal-monger that Shimmons was boss. 
I 
don’t know whether he was a Baptist or 
nut, but 1 presume he was, his presence 
in the 
Convention 
or about 
it justi­ 
fying that presumption. 
Well, the auti- 
Kalioch caucus resolved on action. Not by 
any formal caucus agreement, hut Shim- 
mons had strengthened their spiritual faith. 
Among the things understood among them 
was that Mr. Cole, of Dixon, should be 
Chairman of the Committee on Resolutions. 
Dr. Gray agreed before his election to ap­ 
point Cole, who was to bring in some Sun- 
day-observing resolutions, in which Kalloch 
was to be cut right open on his Sunday- 
breaking sand lot-business. 
This, you see, 
wras good political management, resembling 
the best methods of the ungodly politicians. 
Dr. Gray was elected Chairman, and by that 
stroke the anti-Kallochs captured the Con­ 
vention. 
Knowing something of the pro­ 
gramme I was surprised that Ike should let 
them get away with him so easily. 
On the 
day liefore he had brushed away his tor­ 
mentors and sent them buzzing and demoral­ 
ized like a swarm of flies. 
It was a masterful 
piece of work, and I was pleased to see them 
discomfited. 
Now, however, I saw that they 
had the thing, and I feared they would 
be 
too 
many 
for 
Isaac. 
An 
anti- 
Kalloeh Committee on 
Resolutions was 
appointed. 
Cole 
was 
made Chairman, 
and the programme was working smooth­ 
ly. 
Abbott was on the committee. 
Abbott 
is the most preternaturally solemn thing in 
all animated nature except a wet dog. 
The 
resolutions appeared in due time. Mr. Cole 
had his anti Sabbath-breaking gun loaded 
for Kalloch, and the game was m sight. 
Abbott, with three others of the committee, 
had the main manifesto drawn up in theolog- 
i.al-seminary 
English. 
Tnus 
this 
anti- 
Kalloch committee advanced on the enemy 
in two sections. Kalloch appeared unsus­ 
pecting and undisturbed. 
The reading of the 
resolutions began aud procteded far enough 
to reveal their t rue import. Kalloch arose to 
a point of order. 
He was cool and self­ 
possessed. 
I began to suspect that he knew 
more of the movements of his wily foes 
than I had hoped for. 
A point of order, Mr. 
Chairman. 
No charges had been presented 
against him iu his church, aud this Conven* 
tion had.no authority to try him ; this was 
not 
an ecclesiastical 
Court by several. 
Then came a motion to lay the resolu­ 
tion 
on 
the table without reading. A 
call was made for the ayes and Hues— 
a vote by churches. 
Cushing’s Manual was 
quoted as authority iu support of the right 
to demand the roil call. Kalloch whisked his 
brush again. “ When did the Baptist Church 
adopt Cushing’s Manual as au authority gov­ 
erning its ecclesiastical and denominational 
councils ? ” The < 'hairman now has the say, 
thought I, and he is programme against Kal­ 
loch. 
But the Chairman had not even heard 
the demand for the call of churches. The 
thing was splendid. 
“ All in favor of laying 
the resolutions ou the table will rise,” and 
forty-six arose. A clean majority, aud K al­ 
loch has got them. 
I saw three ladies urging 
a minister to get lip, and after a feeble resist­ 
ance he got. 
Than I said, “ Now for Coles’ 
anti-Sabbath-hreaking gun.” But it was not 
heard from. To the hour of adjournment 
l)r. Gray parried that explosion, and Mr. 
Cole has it still in his pocket. The Chairman 
wasn’t programme, and so nobody got away 
with Isaac much.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


BOARD OF CiTY TRUSTEES. 
The Board of City Trustees held its regu­ 
lar meeting yesterday morning, and trans­ 
acted business as follows: 
WATER WORKS REPORT. 
John A. Cunningham, Chief Engineer of 
the Water Works, reported that during the 
past week the works had been running 1G8 
hours, the total number of gallons of water 
pumped was 9,511,500, and the amount of 
fuel consumed iu pumping the same was 1,017 
cubic feet of gas coke. 
TEJi TH-ST REET RAILWAY. 
R. S. Carey and John H. Miller appeared 
before the Board in reference to the previous 
action of the Board by which the City Rail­ 
way Company were required to raise their 
track in construction between O and R to a 
high grade, and submitted request that the 
company be allowed to lay the track upon the 
present grade and maintain it there until the 
street is raised, and stated that they would 
raise to such higher grade whenever the 
property holders along the route would do the 
same. 
Mr. Eilers, residing at Tenth and O streets, 
was present, and entered objection to the 
construction of the road on the present grade, 
and wanted it to comply with the established 
grade if built. 
After consideration of the subject it was 
referred to the Street Commissioner, with 
power to act. 
J. H. Miller then withdrew his petition, 
previously filed, for an extension of six 
months time in which to complete the road to 
the City Cemetery. 
CONTRACTS—PETITIONS— ETC. 
Proposals were received for constructing an 
ironstone or cement pipe sewer in Third 
street, between L and M, but without open­ 
ing them the Board, on motion of Trustee 
Davis, postponed the awarding of contract 
till a future meeting. 
Property owners on O street, between 
Fourth and Sixth, petitioned for an extension 
of ninety days to Thomas Hannon, in which 
to complete his contract for grading the street 
between those blocks. 
A protest against any extension was filed 
by Mr. Young, upon the ground that it was 
working an injury to his property in that lo­ 
cality, and after discussion the matter was 
referred to the Street Commissioner, with 
power to act. 
Mr-. M. Corcoran filed a petition asking 
that that portion of the alley between U and 
V, Fourth and Fifth streets, be declared open 
for public use. Same order. 
The bond of Joseph Burns, for sprinkling 
District No. 7, with E. Fairchild and Wm. 
Connell as sureties, was read and approved. 
The applicition of C. N. Blake for permis­ 
sion to board up the south side of a porch 20 
feet long by 104 feet high, in the alley be­ 
tween Seventh and Eighth, J and K, was 
granted.

T he T e n th -S tre e t R ailw ay F ig h t.—R. 
S. Caref and J. II. Miller appeared before 
the City Board of Trustees yesterday morn­ 
ing, in reference to the matter of the 
Tenth-street Railway, for a reconsideration of 
the case, and requested that the company be 
allowed to lay the track on the present grade 
of the street, promising that, if allowed 
to do so, whenever the property holders along 
that street shall raise the grade, they will 
raise the track to correspond. Álr. Éilers, 
who resides at Tenth and O streets, app are d 
and opp sed the rcqmst, hut the whole mat­ 
ter was finally referred to Street Commission­ 
er Davis, with full authority to act iu 
the premises. Last evening a representa­ 
tive of the IIlcoud-U nion called upon 
Mr. Davis to inquiie what decision, if any, 
he had given the company in relation to the 
question, and he stated that he had not yet 
given any, but was frank to say that he 
recogniz-d it to be the almost unanimous de­ 
sire of the people of the city that no unneces­ 
sary obstacles lie placed in the way of the 
City Railway Company which should pre­ 
vent the completion of the Tenth-street road, 
and that those residing upon that street who 
were opposing the construction of the railway 
unless the company would raise the track to 
the elevated grade did not own the street, 
and had no more voice as to the grade the 
track should he laid upon than residents of 
any other portion of the city, unless the ad­ 
joining pro|ierty-owaers would enter at once 
upou grading the street. He said he should 
therefore inform the company to-day that it 
could go on and lay its track between Ü and 
R streets upon the present grade, with an 
agreement that whenever a majority of the 
property-owners shall bring the street to the 
contemplated grade, the company shall at the 
same time raise its track to conform to 
the same and make its proper fillings. This 
action will meet the earnest approval of 
nearly the entire community, and secure a 
prompt completion of the cemetery line. 
Levees on Sherm an Isla n d .—A meeting 
was held by the nroperty-owners of Sherman 
Island on Saturday last to decide upon the 
question of repairing the levees which have 
broken upon the island and to reclaim the 
submerged lands. The meeting was presided 
over by John Everding, and an estimate was 
submitted by the Board of Trustees showing 
that the expense of the work would be about 
$29,000. After a discussion of the matter 
was had it was decided to draw up a contract 
for signatures, binding the property-owners 
to pay their assessments for the reconstruc­ 
tion of the levees, and never to question their 
legality in Court or otherwise. It also re­ 
quires the paymeut of an assessment, levied 
some time ago, of $1 per acre, and which has 
never been paid. S. O. Hastings said that 
under the law the Trustees of the district 
could not levy any assessment until all pre­ 
ceding ones had been paid. *1 he recent high 
water has made necessary extensive repairs 
to most levees, and in many portions of them 
the amount of repairs will equal original con­ 
struction. 
Annbal Target Practice.—Company G, 
First Artillery Regiment, will hold its an­ 
nual target practice to-morrow at its rifle 
range at Guthrie’s Station.

KEAENEYS CASE. 


A WORSE TANGLE THAN EVER — THE 
COURT LOSES PATIENCE. 


The habeas corpus case of Denis Kearney 
came on for further hearing before the Su­ 
preme Court at 2 r. M. yesterday. Kearney 
was not present, it having been stated by the 
Court that it was not necessary to have him 
in Court. Warden Prevost, to whom the 
writ is directed, was in attendance. The 
proceedings were opened by Mr. Murphy for 
the people, who stated that he had but just 
received from D. O. McCarthy, at San Diego, 
a telegram, which he read. It affirmed that 
he (McCarthy) had the only complete file of 
the American Flag newspaper which is in ex­ 
istence, and that if needed he would produce in 
Court the bound volumes. He added that he had 
examined the files and found that the ordinance 
under which Kearney had been convicted was 
published five times when ordered to print, 
and five times after the passage of the order. 
Assuming these statements to be true, Mr. 
Murphy said that if the Court should rule 
that the matter is material to the issues of 
the case, he would ask time in which to pro­ 
duce the McCarty files in Court. He had 
searched for complete tiles in the libraries and 
eL-ewhere in San Francisco but had been 
unable to find one anywhere, and seeing a 
statement in a newspaper about the file at 
Han Diego on Suuday he had telegraphed to 
Mr. McCarthy, and had only just then received 
an answer. THE TROUBLE BEGINS. 
Mr. Barbour replied that the official files 
of the paper, those made so by law, are kept 
in the office of the Recorder of San Francisco, 
and they' were now in Court. It could not 
be assumed that McCarthy knows what 
proper publication is. Beside that, he had 
not placed much stress upon the publication 
of the order to print as first drawn, because 
the fact was that before its passage, and 
even on the very night of its passage, the 
order was amended, and he held, and all 
along so stated, that the order as amended 
had not been published prior to passage. 
Probably McCarthy rtferred to the first pub­ 
lication of the order in his statement iu the 
dispatch. 
After some further debate it was agreed 
that what testimony was to be put in should 
be offered, and that Mr. Murphy’s applica­ 
tion would be considered if the situation 
demanded it. 
The Court, from the outset, manifested a 
wearied disposition and a desire to have the 
case come to as speedy a conclusion as pos­ 
sible. 
Mr. Barbour—The first witness we offer is 
John A. Russell, clerk of the Board of Su­ 
pervisors. 
Mr. Smoot—We object to the introduc­ 
tion of any testimony. The record is the 
best testimony here. 
The Court resolved to hear the testimony, 
reserving its opinion as to its admissibility 
hereafter. 
Mr. Russell was sworn, and said he had 
brought the original record of the passage of 
Order 697 and a certified copy of the records 
of all things transpiring in the Board of Su­ 
pervisors relative to that order. 
Mr. Murphv objected strenuously. 
Justice McKinstry—All possible and imag­ 
inable objections you could make are con­ 
sidered in, and may be argued by you here­ 
after. 
Mr. Russell—This is the order as passed to 
priut, April 23d, and finally passed May 3, 
18C6. 1 was Deputy Clerk then. This is a 
certified copy of all the minutes of the Board 
of Supervisors relating to the passage of the 
order. There was no special order made to 
publish the order. The Clerk did that. He 
published it, as a matter of course, in the of­ 
ficial paper—the Flag. This is the order of 
December, 1874. making the Examiner the 
official paper. I have here 
CERTIFIED COPIES 
Of ail minutes relative to the passatre of the 
amendatory sections of Order 697, as em­ 
braced in a subsequent order—1196. All or­ 
ders are kept iu an order book. 1 have copies 
of the Flag, but no complete file. * We are not 
required to keep one. The Recorder kept a 
file, as required by law. It is here. All or- 
<.i .auces are signed by the Clerk and approved 
by the Mayor. 
Justice McKinstry—Does the Consolida­ 
tion Act require an ordinance to be published 
after passage? 
Mr. Murphy and Mr. Barbour—No, sir. 
Mr. Russell—Order 1196 was published, to 
my own knowledge, ten times before passage, 
in the Examiner, the official paper. 
Mr. Russell here made Mr. Leiden, the 
short-hand reporter of the Court, his deputy, 
and put all the papers into his custody and 
retired, to return to Han Francisco. 
Mr. Merriam, Deputy County Recorder of 
Han Francisco, was sworn. He produced two 
bound lots of the American Flag newspaper 
for April and May, 1866, being all there are 
on file in the Recorder’s office for those 
months. He produced the file also of the 
Examiner for December, 1874. All these 
tiles Mr. Barbour offered in evidence. W it­ 
ness, in reply to Mr. Smoot, had examined 
the Flag files for April 17, 1876. He could 
not say there was no “ Supplement ” for that 
day, though supplements appeared on the 
18th, 19th and 20th with the ordinance in. 
He did not know that there were no supple­ 
ment-* for the days when none appear in the 
file. The file was complete so far as he knew. 
To Mr. Barbour—It appears in the papers 
of the 25th, 26th, 27th and 28th ; the 29th 
was Sunday ; it does not appear on the 30th. 
To Mr. Smoot—Do not know if a supple­ 
ment was not published on the 30th. All the 
official notices were iu the supplement. 
THE SUPPLEMENT. 
Was a seperate sheet. The papers were kept 
in rolls and tied up, and once in six months 
taken down and bound. A supplement could 
be lost. 
To Mr. Murphy—April 16th, it appears 
here that tlmre was a supplement; it is miss­ 
ing on the 17th, but is here on the 18th, 19th 
and 20lh. 
Mr. Mun-by—We will supply that missing 
link of the 17th. 
Witness—The next publication began on 
the 25th. 
Mr. Barbour—After they began to print it, 
they amended it, and began to republ’sh it, 
and the republication is important here in 
one respect. On the night of its final passage, 
May 3d, it was a vain amended, and after that 
was not again published. 
Mr. Smoot—if the sections at issue here 
were not amended, then----- 
Mr. Barbour—That is a matter of law to 
be argued hereafter. 
THE RECORD. 
James E. Hughes, Clerk of the Police 
Court of Han Francisco, was sworn, and pro­ 
duced the minute-book showiug the trial and 
conviction of Kearney. 
Mr. Murphy objected, as tending to im­ 
peach the judgment of the Court, as returned 
here on the record. Overruled. 
Witness produceJ the original complaint 
and other papers. He was asked for the 
statement on appeal. It was objected that 
that document is the record of the appellate 
Court and the Cierk can produce nothing to 
contradict it. 
J us tice Me Kee—We desire to see all records 
pertaining to the judgment of the Court, and 
leading to it. 
Mr. Barbour—One statem ent Dever went 
up. It has disappeared. 
Witness—I have not the statement. It 
went to the upper Court. I do not know 
that there » ere two statements made. March 
12th the first entry regarding Kearney appears 
in the Police Court minutes. Witness read it. 
It show s that the case was called up on a 
charge for using profane and obscene lan­ 
guage) regarding Claus Spreckles, tending to 
create a breach of the peace. March 13th the 
case was called for hearing and plea of not 
guilty entered. Defendant then waived a 
jury trial and consented to be tried by the 
Court. Witnesses were heard, the ordinances 
under which the defendant was charged were 
proved and the Court took the case under ad­ 
visement. On the same day a second case 
against defendant was called up. It was for 
using threatening language having a tendency 
to create a breach of the peace. On that 
charge, after trial, the defendant was by the 
Court dismissed. 
- COMPLICATING. 
To Mr. Barbour—Witness said that there 
is an interlineation that defendant waived a 
jury trial. I made the interlineation because 
it was a fact. All the minutes are written 
after trial always. There is no mark to show 
attempted erasure of that interlineation ex­ 
cept as to one word, and that is erased. [The 
Court here examined the book.] 
The Court—Is it expected we are to ex­ 
amine on habeas corpus to see if a jury trial 
was or was not waived and that the Court 
record is falsified ? 
Mr. Barbour—Yes ; that certain constitu­ 
tional requirements were not observed. 
Mr. Murphy—That is what we hold can­ 
not be done on habeas corpus. 
Mr. Smoot—The judgment of the Court 
declares that a jury was waived, and this 
Court will assume the declaration to be the 
truth—as it is. 
Justice McKinstry—I understand we are 
now at the mercy of the counsel to introduce 
whatever they please. [Merriment ] 
Witness (to Mr. Murphy)—The Court 
ordered the minutes written up in accord­ 
ance with the facts in full March 27th a day 
subsequent to the trial of the case. This 
record witness read. [The record of the 27th 
shows both parties waived a jury.] 
Chief Justice Morrison—Is there anything 
requiring the minutes to be written up on 
the same day ? 
Mr. Murphy—No, sir; the Court can com­ 
plete its record when it pleases. 
Mr. Barbour—We hold otherwise. That 


is a point here. That record made up four­ 
teen days after trial ought to have been out 
of the Court then on appeal. 
Mr. Barbour here closed his testimony. 
Mr. Murpíy moved for a continuance in 
order to produce McCarthy’s file in Court, 
and show that the ordinance was published 
on the 17th (the day of the missing supple­ 
ment). He could not say as a fact that the 
Recorder’s file is false, but there being no sup­ 
plement in that file for the 17th, he thought it 
material to produce McCarthy’s file and show 
the truth in that regard. 
GETTING TANGLED. 
Mr. Barbour said it would make no differ­ 
ence if the proof was here as the Supervisor's 
record show fatal defects, and that the or­ 
dinance as amended was not published as re­ 
quired after amendment. 
After a sharp debate between Chief Justice 
Morrison and Mr. Barbour, the Court an­ 
nounced that it would give time to bring the 
original file from San Diego. 
Mr. Barbour—Well, the way it is going the 
prisoner’s term of sentence will be out by aid 
of commutations before this case is over. 
Mr. Murphv—We did not bring him here. 
Justice McKinstry—It can all be avoided 
by a waiver as to the original publication, to 
which you do not, you say, attach great im­ 
portance. 
Mr. Barbour—Well, I will waive it. 
Mr. Murphy—I now propose to prove that 
the ordinance was proved in Court. 
Justice McKinstry—Prove the argument 
abo. Why not, gentlemen. [Merriment.] 
Mr. Murphy—I don’t do this in a trivial 
spirit. 
Justice Thornton—You have a right to 
assume the Judge acted according to law. I 
suppose that is the law. 
Mr. Hughes was recalled, and identified the 
records of the Court and the transcript of 
testimony, showing that the Police Court 
swore S. W. Foreman as a witness, and by 
him the ordinance under which Kearney was 
convicted was proved. 
Chief Justice Morrison—(the Judges all 
smiling)—Is the testimony closed now ? 
Mr. Smoot—No, sir ; not yet. (More posi­ 
tive smiles by the Bench.) I now offer the 
statement made up, certified to by the Police 
Court as settled to be used on appeal, and by 
it we propose to show by the statement the 
Judge made in the method pointed out by 
the law, that the fact of the ordinance being 
proved was considered and the matter passed 
on by a Court of competent jurisdiction. 
Mr. Murphy—An appeal was taken to a 
Court of final resort, and that Court affirmed 
the judgment. The point as to the ordinance 
being published was a point in the case, and 
was determined, and that determination is 
binding on this Court. 
Justice Thornton—That is an important 
matter iu this case. You have given us an 
authority where a contrary view was taken. 
Mr. Murphy—I do not think the Court 
understands our view----- 
Justice Thornton—We do understand it, 
sir. We ought to at least. We have had it 
beaten into our heads for two days, and 
ought to understand it now, if ever. 
M r. Murphy — Certainly the authorities 
holdt o our view. 
Justice Thornton—Yes; one case you re­ 
fer to is strong that way. 
Mr. Murphy—Does your honor understand 
it as we do? 
Justice Thornton— I do understand. I 
comprehend it. [The other Justices are visi­ 
bly amused.] I have the most complete 
comprehension of your view. [Warmly.] 
I may say I understand every part of it, and 
nothing you can add will impress it more 
deeply on my mind. I assure you I under­ 
stand it. [More merriment.] 
Mr. Murphy—I did not intend to imply 
that your Honor lacked----- 
Justice Thornton—It will be very hard to 
make me think or hold that any man can be 
convicted and punished for a crime declared 
by a law that is void—when that is shown— 
or that any Court can by its judgment seal 
the record so that it cannot be inquired into 
on habeas corpus or otherwise as to there 
being no crime. 
The Court admitted the testimony offered, 
and it was put in. 
Chief Justice Morrison—We will now give 
you a half hour on each side, beginning at 9 
o’clock to-morrow morning. 
Mr. Barbour—I cannot read the extracts 
in that time. 
Chief Justice Morrison—It will not be nec­ 
essary. This case has now taken nearly three 
days of time. 
Mr. Barbour—Judge Lake spoke all one 
afternoon, nearly. I may wish half an hour 
on the point not yet touched by me, that the 
Supervisors of Sao Francisco had no power 
whatever to pass the ordinance under which 
the prisoner was convicted and held. 
Chief Justice Morrison—You must present 
your case in----- 
Mr. Barbour—I might boil it down after a 
fashion into a half-hour of time, but----- 
Justice McKee—Well, if it is necessary to 
take up the point you make, the Court can 
then determine if it will give more time. 
Chief Justice Morrison (after consultation) | 
Gentlemen, beginning at 9 A. M. to-morrow, | 
you will be given one hour on each side in 
which to conclude this case on argument. 
At 4:35 p. M. the Court adjourned until 9 
A. M. to-day. 


Street I mprovements.—The grading and 
gravelling of L street, from Tenth to Fif­ 
teenth, under the contract let last fall, is now 
being rapidly pushed forward and will soon 
be completed. The work was commenced at 
the Fifteenth-street end of the improvement, 
and is now finished to between Thirteenth 
and Fourteenth. The street is being made 
and gravelled the same as II street, between 
Seventh and Tenth, ami as soon as completed, 
the work of similarly filling and gravelling N 
street, between Sixth and Eighth, will be 
proceeded with by the same contractor. The 
contract for extending the same work on N to 
Tenth 6treet was let under the old Constitu­ 
tion to another contractor, but some doubt is 
expressed whether the work will he done at 
present, as there is some opposition from 
property-holders on the street. 
G roceries F alling R a pid ly.—Yesterday 
forenoon Fabian Bros.’delivery rig took a go- 
as-you-please trip, without a driver, down K 
street, and upon arriving at Second took a 
rather ungraceful turn and started in the di­ 
rection of the new depot at a rate of break­ 
neck speed strongly suggestive of being be­ 
hind time for a departing train, and bound to 
make it.
